cers present, thnt Davis, (o addition to his il sult of
Confederate yray, ind on a “ludy's watur-proof
(vlosk ). gnther Rt Lo wilst, with a shawl drawn
over e hasd, and carrying a tin pal”

Colonel Pritehard snyvs in nls ofiolal report that he
1eceived from Mrs, Davis, on board the stesmer Ulyde
off Fortress Mouroe, "o witor-proof cloak or rons,”
which was worn by Davis aa s disgnise, und wilch
o Idenufled by the mea who saw 't on him o the
tme of the capture, He secured the balance of
Lthe disgulse next day. Tt conslstod of a shawl, which

The colored mun reported Mr, Davis as mounted on
nlipe bay noree, and told hia story so clrcomstan-
tially that Colonel Hamden conld ot help believin
It .'{‘rm terryinnng was oalled vp and examined: bo
either througl stuptdity or design snccesded fn withs
nolding whalever he knew o regard to the cnie, Buk
in view of the taots already elicited, after detalling
